FBI Chiefs Book on Communism 
Sheds Valuable Light oh Situation 


MASTERS OF DECEIT, the 
story of Communism in Ameri- 
ca and how to light it, by J. 
Edgar Hoover, Holt, New York, 
$o. 

When the Director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation writes a 
book about the dangers of Commu- 
nism in the United States it is an 
important educational moment. The 
ofj erwise anonymous FBI usually 
iis ens and acts, talks little ex- 
ce >t to ask questions. 

ffhe international ramifications 
of the Red peril make the topic 
of prime consideration in the com- 
batting of subversive activities, 

The problem lies at the front 
door steps, of many cities, oven 
Columbia has a problem with it 
As one Columbian recently said: 
“It is not a matter of ethics, it 
is not a matter of religion. It is 
a matter of economics! ” By this 
the highly suspect anonimous 
speaker labelled what he thought 
the differences were between Am* 
|crican capitalism and his particu- 
lar brand of economic theory. 

22,000 KNOWN REDS 
There are according to Director 
Hoover’s book some 22,000 known 
American Communists in the coun- 
try. This is a drop from a peak 
of 80,000 in 1944. But he warns 
Fiat figures do riot reveal the 
sinister indirection the communists 
ill the United States have taken 
ffjr there are estimated to be ^ome 
“ready, willing and able to do the 
party's work. He says “Commu- 
nists lirmly believe they are des- 
tined to conquer the world.” Then 
with special emphasis the able 
FBI chief says: “When the Com- 
munist Party was at its peak in 
the United States it was stronger 
than the Soviet Party was at the 
time it seized power in Russia.” 
But Hoover also says: “, , . 
Thank God, there are millions of 
Amg j jppug- W flo oppose them (Com- 
munists). If we open our eyes, in- 


form our selves, and work together, 
we can keep our country free." 

Fearful that Americans will be 
fooled by the pronouncements of 
the February 1957 convention ot 
the Communist Party in the United 
States, Director Hoover hopes Am- 
ericans are not living in a “fool’s 
paradise." 

He thinks the C. P. did not actu- 
ally throw off international ties 
with the Soviet Union in 1957, as 
it asserted, and no longer needs 
to send its promising young lead- 
ers to Moscow for training “be- 
cause Its own educational system 
is now performing that function." 
CONTROLS BEING TIGHTENED 
He notes how the noose is being 
tightened around communists in 
the U. S. with passage ot the 
internal Security Act of 1950 and 
the Communist Control Act of 1954, 
vital documents in any study of 
the cold war being waged in Amer- 
ica against subversion, espionage 
and sabotage. A number of Com- 
munist leaders, many not known 
to the South, have been jailed and 
their sentences stuck, despite the 
clever legal maneuvering of com- 
munist-paid lawyers. 

In a way “Masters of Deceit" 
is a slight disappointment in that 
it doesn't go quite far enough. 
For some reason it does not con- 
tain the Department of Justice 
list of organizations which at one 
time or another have been listed 
subversive in the United States. 
Such a list would go far in show- 
ing* Southerners how the Commu- 
nist network is creeping into the 
tragic cleavage of the -white and 
Negro citizen as they attempt to 
reconcile their differences in vari- 
ous ways. 


PRIME SOURCE OF FACTS 

, The new book by Hoover is a

"Communism is a system of thought and action originated by Marx and 
Engels, developed by Lenin, and continued by Stalin and Khrushchev. 
That system embodies, among other things: a materialistic explanation 
of man and the universe; a materialistic interpretation of history center 
ing about the class struggle; abolition of noncommunist state; a 
revolutionary theory and a flexible course of action by which to abolish 
freedom of enterprise; a code of action based not on morals but on 
utility -- the end, justifies the means; the abolition of all religions; and 
finally, a world -wide Communist society. " * 


Wide dangers of Communism conspiracy started with the Russian 
Revolution in 1917. There and then, for the first time, the Communist 
Party seized control of a nation. Almost immediately thi s conspiracy 
spread to the United States seeking to take root by undermining our 
institutions and tr-aditions. The Communist Party U. S. A. first 
emerged in Chicago, Illinois in 1919- The party was broken into two 
different groups. One group wanted to use the emergency convention 
to take over the Socialist Party. Another group objected, wanting to 
set up a Communist Party right away. This led to a break. One group 
became the Communist Labor Party of America (CLP). The rival 
group was the Communist Party of America (CP).

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Not one, but two parties each claiming to be a true representative of 
Communism and each bitterly maligning the other came out of the 
Chicago turmoil. 


The Communist Party of 1919 "was a motley lot, vastly different from the 
highly disciplined, efficiently operating Party of recent years. They 
had little Party discipline. They differed in practically everything except 
obedience to Soviet Russia. Every Communist considered Lenin a God 
and the Russian Bolsheviks as models of perfection. Finally the situation 
between the parties became so bad that the Communists had to go under- 
ground. Moscow didn't like any of this, so set about to change it. Moscow 
intervened through the Third International, an organization designed by 
the Soviets to control Communist Parties in other nations .and to serye as 
an instrument of world revolution. They set up the basic rules that every 
Communist Party must accept before being admitted. The twnnty-one 
points established an ironclad discipline. It was said also that the two 

i 

parties in America must unite. In. May, 192.0, the two parties, except a 
few from the C. P. formed the United Communist Party of America. Finally 
in May, 1921, the United Communist Party of America and remainder- of 
the Communist Party of America formed the Communist Party of America. 
They accepted the twenty-one points for admission to the Comintern and 
was then a complete prisoner of Moscow. The Party began to take shape. 
Through the years the Communist Party advanced. It spread all over

America. Some Communists became concealed members and others open 
members, while others became "Fellow Travelers, " "Opportunists, " a nr! 
others "Dupes." The F allow Traveler s , Opportunists, and Dupes were 
not really members, but the Communist Party worked through them and 
gained much influence. They gained influence throughout America and 
had Communists in every walk of life. Communism means more than a 
physical organization. It means more than ah economic system and more 
than a. cultural pattern. Communism is a philo sophy which enslaves the 
human being totally. This philosophy is known as "Dialectical Materialism. " 
Dialectical means that everything in the universe is constantly changing 
and at the same time is a conflict. Materialism means God doesn ! t exist, 
and the world is composed only of living matter. Many people help bring 
on Communism, who don't intend to. They are Educators, Authors, .and 
Lecturers who deny the existence of God and carry out the dialectical 
materialism. Communism attacks America through cold war primarily 
in forms of espionage and propaganda. Targets are unlimited. 

Some of the ways a person might become a Communist are: They hear 
things about how wonderful the Party is from a Communist member; the 
person may hear the Party is striving for equality, freedon, or justice. 

This way they are tricked. An example- of the trickery of the Party is 
illustrated by the Communist Convention of 195?. They told the public 
that they had broken with the past, shed its old leadership, cut its ties 
with Moscow, and was now a free independent political party. The purpose: 
To fool the public; to gain support. This example shows the false face of 


of Communism which, tricks so many into believing about the party that 
which is not true. The Communist will do anything to get a member . 

People may join from lack of faith in God, and the Party seems the answer 
to their problem. Communism with its deceitful double talk can entice 
freemen to fight for slavery in the name of freedom. It seems as if 
many join on the spur of the moment without really knowing anything about 
the Party, except what they read, and live to regret their mistakes. 

Many individuals have joined the Party in a vain hope of improving social 
conditions, gaining better housing, or achieving better relations between 
the races. Others join because they think it will help the working man. 

The Communists are trying harder than ever in the United States to take 
over. Our nation right now is in a recession, so it is easier to get 
members. They are trying very hard to convert the younth by starting 
youth groups and in undermining the tradtions of America. “The Communists, 
in truth, have tried to ! steal', the nobility, the fervour, the enthusiasm of 
a free government Tinder God. " * . 

Whatever the reason may be people are joining the Party everyday.. While 
in the Party, they attend secret meetings, reporting how their projects 
are getting along, pass out literature, and start riots. They will do any- 
thing, no matter how dirty it is, to accomplish the assignment given them.

There is a constant hustle, collecting of dues, registration of members, 
holding of conferences, issuing of instructions. The members are kept so 
busy that they don't have time to think and realize the terrible mistake 
they made in joining the Party. By the time they do realize it, or are 
beginning to have doubts of the Party, the Communist theory by this time 
has been so well drilled into their heads that either their doubts disappear 
or they are afraid to quit the Party. When a member does decide to 
leave the Party, he may be stopped for a while by the fear of something 
happening to him or his family, but soon realize that it would be much 
worse for him to stay in the Party than to make a break with the Party. A 
member may have one doubt which may lead him to haye other s. He 
realizes the Party is not striving for what they said they were, but for 
division .and disunity of the world and in anyway they can get it. An" ~~ 
example of a man joining and breaking with the Party is Howard Fast. He 
said about joining the Party, "I believed that in. the Communist Party was 
the beginning of true brotherhood of man, working with devotion for 
Socialism, Peace, and Democracy. " "I believed, as did millions of men 
of goodwill, that the only truth about the Soyiet Union was the picture 
presented by friends of the Soviet Union. But upon leaving the Party 
he said, "Though. Communist? writers, inside and outside of Russia, may 
deride and explain my words as words of one they .are no w«. .duty bound to 
characterize with every foul name in. their lexicon, they also know, very 
truly, very deeply, that I have found freedom, and they have not, not

because the United States of America is a perfect Democracy. Its 
history of imperfection, has filled many a book and ’will continue to do so 
but because it is a free land where the individual, in his work and in his 
rights, is recognized and defended. Sometimes better, sometimes 
Worse, but always defended. Whatever the Communist Party was once, 
today it is a poison for man's best and boldest dreams. Men will 
always break with the Party because they will discover that it is a 
much better thing for them to think for themselves, "For Mankind the 
promise of tomorrow always has been and always will be the widening of 
intellect and horizons in ever greater vistas of individual freedom. "* 

Should the Communist Party take over America, thisis what would 
happen to our Country: A few men would rule the United States. All 
laws, courts, and the constitution would be abolished. The state would' 
take over everything. Maybe not all at once, but eventually all the 
people would have to give up their property, or be sent to a Concentration 
Camp. Occupations, such .as wholesalers, traveling salesmen, jobbers, 
real estate men and stockbrokers, and especially lawyers would be 
ended because they are useless. Freedom of speech, press, religion, 
thought, and liberty would be taken away. Action would be drastic, 
immediate, and without appeal. An armed "Red Guard" would enforce 
the orders of Party henchmen. If it took over the United States, it

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could take ov^^che world, and if it were this v/Wp, it yrould mean the 
x eduction of man from a spiritual creature to the level of a high grade 
animal, whose sole reason for being is to copulate and die. We must 
fight Communism and beat it. To beat Communism we must face it. 

Learn the facts concerning it and how they want to destroy us, then we 
can destroy Communism in. America. The young people, especially 
must learn about Communism, for they will someday be the leaders of 
the country. The sooner they learn, about government, Communisism, and 
problems of the common people, the better the United States will be 
in the future. Books should be printed about Communism and put in 
schools throughout America. We must learn more of the history of our 
country by reflecting upon the glories of our past. We can advance 
together to even greater heights of achievement in the future. We must 
remember the yrealth Q f Q ur nation’s moral and spiritual treasures. 

We must also remember ’’Worship of God, dependence upon God's 
guidance, and prayer to God have been characteristic of American Life 
since early decades of 17th century. ” If people continue believing in 
God and relying and trusting upon him, we will win over Communism, 
but we must wake up. The government should let the people know what 
is going on and where we stand. We all love America dearly and wouldn’t 
trade her for the world, so lye, even the teenagers, which don’t get 
credited with much of anything except juvenile delinquency, are ready, 
willing, and able to do anything we canto preserye the glorious heritage 
of America.

Some of the reviews, deem to treat this question 
lightly. They pose the question of how the danger of the Com- 
munist Party can be treated’ seriously in 1958 as it'night have 
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been treated in 194-8, when it had four or five tines the pre~ 
sent membership. This is a naive analysis. The people who 
place the problem in this fashion ignore the international 
essence of this conspiracy and the dangers to our country. 

It would be well if articles were written which 
dealt with various aspects of the book. I do not mean book 
reviews, but articles dealing with the international aspect 
l of the problem. Some of the wise acres would make us believe 
that the question of Communism is exaggerated for parochial 
considerations, especially since the author of this book is 
the Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

The part which explains why Communists become what 
they are is also most important because for the first time it 
deals with the human factor and the spiritual factor. 

I think that one approach to Communists or ex-Com- 
munists or sympathizers is the human or the spiritual approach. 
Ho one has dealt with this problem up to now, at least not in 
the press or in magazines. Perhaps a few liberals have dealt 
with this problem, but they did not understand the menace of 
Communism as it is explained in "Masters of Deceit". I think 
that if this part of the book could be popularized, it would 
help in the disintegration of this international conspiracy. 

"Masters of Deceit" should be keptin the public eye 
for a long time to come, since it deads with a topic which 
will be timely years from now.

I have just completed your book ’’Masters of Deceit, ” we admire you and 
what you stand for, in defending our cbh^Hfi6iial"Go vernment .

Dear General Stratemeyer: 

It is never a pleasant duty to impose distressing 
problems upon public personalities such as yourself, and 
for some time it had been our hope that this letter to 
you might become unnecessary. 

Just a year ago, the publishers of M Iron Curtain 
Over America" began distributing, as part of a sales cam- 
paign, copies of what purported to be a letter from you to 
John 0. Beaty, the author, endorsing this volume and rec can- 
mending it to Americans in general. 

At that time we withheld writing you because we felt 
that inevitably the facts about Mr. Beaty and his book would 
be brought to your attention and that you would then take 
appropriate action. A year has gone by and we now find that 
"The General Stratemeyer Letter Written to Col. Beaty" is the 
subject of a flyer being distributed by Gerald L.X. Smith's 
Christian Nationalist Crusade. Enclosed is a photostatic 
copy of that leaflet, which you will note acknowledges un- 
ashamedly that "Iron Curtain Over America” is anti-Jewish. 

This leaflet is being distributed in large quantities 
and thus links your name widely and publicly with the anti- 
Semitism of Gerald Smith and John Beaty. We take it for 
granted that you are familiar with Smith's long and notorious 
record as an anti-Jewish hatemonger. Perhaps you are not as 
aware of Mr. Beaty's record. 

Professor Beaty is no newcomer to the field of anti-Jewish 
propaganda. As long ago as 19u8 he was delivering anti-Semitic 
lectures in the Southwest. Until December 1951 his activities 
were confined to desultory speaking engagements whose effects

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appear to be irritating only in a local sense. Then he made his debut as a 
national anti-Semitic propagandist with the publication of "Iron Curtain Over 
America” . 


We do not propose to burden you at this point with our detailed analysis 
of the book; suffice it to say that it is a compilation of anti-Jewish lies 
and distortions which have caused it to become a kind of primer for lunatic 
fringe groups throughout the nation.

Finally, you should know that, as a result of his activities. Professor 
Beaty was censured in May, 1 9$h by the Board of Trustees of Southern Methodist 
University. 


In view of the foregoing, it is our feeling that you may want to consider 
the advisability of some public action which can assure the American people, 
who hold you in such high regard, that you repudiate religious hatred, as we 
know you do, and the use of your name by Professor Beaty and Gerald L.X. Smith. 

We would appreciate your response which we hope will relieve the concern

Dear Mr. Schultz; 

Your letter of 4 October, 1955 with enclosures 
received and I want you and your organization to know that I 
forcefully resent what you have said or implied. 

Pirst, I want to make it clear that I am not, nor 
have I ever been, anti- Jewish. I have many Jewish friends throughout 
this country, who are loyal honest Americans. 

As for your use of the meaningless expression "anti- 
Semitic" it makes no sense. According to the dictionary, the word 
Semitic pertains to the decendants of Shem which includes Assyrians, 
Hebrews, Phonic ians, Arabs, Abyss inians, etc. It also pertains to 
the Semitic languages collectively. Therefore, how any one person or 
group of persons could be anti-Semitic is beyond nry unders tending. 

■Who are you and your organization to tell me what 
I should read and what I should recommend other loyal American 
citizens to read? And, by the way, just what is the purpose of your 
organization? 

Not until I read John Beaty's book "The Iron Curtain 
Over America" did I learn what was going on back in The United 
States of America while I was overseas fighting for my country. 

I think every loyal citizen of our country 
whether he be Protestant, Jew, Catholic or Mohammedan should read 
"The Iron Curtain Over America". I do not consider that book 
anti- Jewish in any sense of the word. In fact, I consider it a 
defense of all loyal American Jews and every Jew that loves these 
United States of ours should read it. 

What connection exists between Mr. John Beaty and 
Mr. ®erald K. Smith I have no knowledge as I do not know either 
gentlemen. I did authorize Mr. Beaty to use my letter to him and 
that is no one’s business but my own. 

When The United States of America reaches the point 
where a citizen cannot read what he desires to read and to 
recommend such reading to others then we will have reached the 
status that exists in Soviet Bussia. But, THANK GOD, we are still 
free men in America. As I interpret your letter your organization 
would have the people read only what you think should be read and 
recommended to others. This I resent as a free American citizen.

If so, 
this I also resent.

We agree with this grand American, Gen. George E. Stratemeyer, that these communications 
deserve the widest possible publicity.

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In incorporating the Simon Gerson item in the book, the 
Crime Records Section acted under the specific instructions of Mr. Nichols, 
to use material prepared by the Central Research Section as basic source 
material in connection with documentation of the book. Thi s decision was, 
made because this data had been prepared by experts on the subject and to recheck 
it would have been a complete duplication of effort and uneconomical use of 
personnel. Accordingly, no effort was. made to go behind Central Research 
material unless the documenting Agent felt he needed additional information 
to make his verification. The information concerning Simon Gerson* s attendance 
at the Lehin School was furnished by memorandum to Assistant to. the Director 
Nichols by the Central Research Section for specific use. in the book. Mr. Nichols 1 1 1 
| then inserted Gerson* s. name into the manuscript, changing his status at the * * 

Lenin School from attendance, to "graduate. " At his instructions, the Central 
Research memorandum was utilized for documentation, and according to our 
procedures no effort was made to go behindLthe information set forth therein. 

RECOMMENDATION : 

That no action in connection with Crime Records personnel in 
this matter be taken. In view of the fact that the inclusion of the Simon Gerson 
item was not the decision of Crime Records personnel and due to the fact that 
Crime Records personnel followed to the letter procedures established in 
handling the documentation of basic research material, it does not appear that /) s 
any culpability in this instance rests with our personnel. ' ' ' 
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Memorandum to Mr. Nease. 


DETAILS 

The full facts concerning the procedures Used in handing the 
Simon Gerson item are set forth below: 

INITIAL PREPARATION; 

At the outset, the initial draft of the chapter involved, "How 
U. S. Communism Began, 1919-21, " was written by Special Agent Fern C. 
Stukenbroeker Of the Crime Records Section, The Lenin School was mentioned 
but no names whatever were set forth since SA Stukenbroeker thought it best 
to refrain from the use of personalities. Information concerning the Lenin 
School used in this chapter was documented to a memorandum entitled "The 
Lenin School” dated April 24, 1951, prepared by the Domestic intelligence 
Division. 

FIRST USE OF GERSON 1 S NAME: 


In September,. 1957, former Assistant to the Director L. B. 
Nichols revised the section dealing with the Lenin School. At the time he 
decided to revise this section, he instructed the Central Research Section 
to get. up pertinent information on the Lenin School, this data, to include a 
list of American communists who had. attended. The Central Research 
Section complied and forwarded to Mr. Nichols a seven-page memorandum 
captioned "Lenin School. " From this material Mr. Nichols revised 
Stukenbroeker* s, original description of the Lenin School and added the 
names of American communists mentioned in the memorandum as. having 
attended the Lenin School. The use of names was discussed by Stukenbroeker 
with Mr. Nichols at this time. 

Gerson*s name was mentioned in the above-described Central 
Research memorandum under a sentence reading: 

"The following former Lenin School students, 
are members of the national committee which 
was selected in 195.7:"

. Nichols* revision read: 

,r The National Committee of the Communist Party 
in the United States today includes graduates of 
the Lenin School such as. . . Simon W. Gerson. . . . " 


The handwritten notations of Mr. Nichols on his revision indicate 
that he. based his revision concerning the Lenin School on the 7-page Central 
Research memorandum captioned "Lenin School" and the previous information 
set forth in the original draft. Mr. Nichols instructed that this data was to be 
the basis tor documenting the information he Set forth in the revised version. 
Accordingly, this was done. At ho time was there any reason to go behind 
the Central Research memorandum on the Lenin School as it was prepared by 
highly qualified personnel familiar with. the subject matter. To do otherwise 
would have been a. complete duplication of effort and uneconomical use of 
skilled personnel. 


DOCUMENTATION : 

In accordance with procedures establishe d for documentati on (to be 
be explained later in this memorandum). Special Agent lof the b7c 

Crime Records Section reviewed the sources indicated and documented the 
Lenin School Section to the 7-page Central Research memorandum mentioned 
above and the April, 1951, memorandum on the Lenin School. As a further 
check on the accuracy of information set forth in the book, Mr. Nichols instructed 
that Agents of the Domestic Intelligence Division recheck the text to insure that 
an accurate interpretation of the sources, used had been made from both a technical 
and literal standpoint. As you will recall, Special Agents Ralph Miles and Karl 
Brouse of the Domestic Intelligence Division reviewed the text and sources.- 
Chapter 4, which contains the reference to Gerson and the Lenin School, was 
thereafter reviewed and double checked by Special Agent Brouse. 


SPECIAL POINTS: 

i l) Identification of Gerson as a "graduate" of the Lenin School 

jwhereas the above-mentioned 7-page Central Research memorandum lists his 
name as among "former Lenin School students . " 

As indicated above, the choice of the word "graduate" was made by 
Mr. Nichols at the time he revised the Lenin School Section of Chapter 4. He 

1 reread this section many times and accepted this terminology as being within the 
realm of literary license. The word "graduate" here, of course, does not mean 
"graduation" in the sense of graduating from a college in the United States with a 
diploma. It means that an individual attended a communist school for a period of

time. Whenever he did leave, he graduated, ” meaning that communist authori- 
ties had decided that he had completed, the course. Whether he attended one day, 

3 weeks or 6 months, he left the school at the Party’s discretion, hence he had 
’’graduated. ” Being under communist discipline, he could not leave voluntarily. 

In the using the word, Mr. Nichols, desired to give a more sinister meaning to 
attendance at the Lenin School. 

2) Procedures for checking source material. 

In procedures used for documenting, drafts of the manuscript 
were first checked by Agents of the Crime Records Section and then, as 
mentioned above, were rechecked by two Agents of the Domestic Intelligence 
Division. It was our Understanding with Mr. Nichols that material prepared 
by the Central Research Section was to be accepted at full value, unless, any 
of the documenting Agents., either of Crime Records or the Domestic Intelligence 
Division, felt that an item mentioned in the Central Research material might 
not be clear, might not be complete or might need some amplification. 

Accordingly, we documented directly to material furnished by the 
Central Research Section. As sources these items were accepted the same as 
Bureau files. The Central Research memorandum containing the Gerson item 
was one of similar memoranda, submitted to Mr. Nichols on his request to be 
used as basic source material in the book, hi addition to these memoranda, we 
documented to other Central Research material, such as monographs arid the 
Current Intelligence Analysis. 

in 

Special Agents Brouse and Miles state that/their review, at 
Mr. Nichols’ specific instructions, they used the sources indicated in the original 
documentation, which included Central Research material, as basic sources. 

They did not go behind these items unles s they felt there was need for further 
checking to see if the facts, as set forth conveyed the precise meaning desired, 
etc. In fact, Special Agent Miles, states that he specifically asked Mr. Nichols 
whether he wanted him (Miles) to go behind the Central Research material in 
documenting two new chapters- and other new material which Mr. Nichols 
added to the book in September, 1957. Mr. Nichols’ answer was no; that the 
final Check had to be done as quickly as possible and that the Central Research 
material was based on extensive research by highly experienced personnel 

familiar with communist activities and therefore was sufficient. This is in conformity 
with the recollection of SA Stukenbroeker in connection with the instructions issued. 

OBSERVATIONS: 


1. The original research and procurement of the data Concerning 

Simon Gerson’ s attendance at the Lenin School were specifically assi gn ed outside 
Crime Records. 
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Memorandum, to Mr. Nease 

2. The data compiled in. connection with the Gerson item was 
furnished to Assistant to the Dir ector L. B* Nichols, on his. request in memo- 
randum form specifically for use in the book. 

3. The policy decision to use this. Original research material as 
basic documentation, due to. the fact that it was prepared by experts in the 
subject matter upon specific assignment and due to the urgency of the project, 
was established by Mr. Nichols in his direction of the project and was 
followed by Crime Records and Domestic Intelligence Division personnel who 
handled the documentation. 

4. The substitution of the word "graduate” in place of '’attend” 
in connection with the. statement that. Simon Gerson was. affiliated with the 
Lenin School was made by Mr. Nichols in one. of his personal revisions of the 
book manuscript. The, Substitution is. plausible, in the light of communist 
terminology and editorial license.
